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Learning Curve 
ORR Junior High Students Visit Home Depot 

Upon returning from February vacation, students 
on the eighth grade Orange Team from Old Rochester 
Regional Junior High School attended a field trip to Home 
Depot in Wareham.

room on their blueprint and with the help of Lauretta 
O'Brien calculated the area and cost of flooring needed to 
furnish the room.

math concepts associated with millwork and the interest- 
ing history of window glass and how energy efficiency of 
glass has evolved. Kate Souza, Roger Botelho and Sylvia 
Worthy helped students in the lawn and garden depart- 
ment, where students were asked to identify chemicals 
and their uses. Also in this department, students studied 
area and how to best design a garden based on spacing of 
plants and available space. 

The students thoroughly enjoyed Therese 
Bordeleau's explanation of what happens during a 
working day in shipping and receiving.

Selectmen was called to order on Monday, March 8 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman pro tem Richard Nunes. Also present 
were Selectman Gary Laboa and Town Administrator 
James Huntoon. Neither Selectman Naida Parker nor 
Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere were not 
present for the meeting. 

The board first unanimously voted to approve the 
minutes of the March 1 meeting. 

At 7:05 pm, the board met with Chief Dispatcher 
Tracy Eldridge to consider the part-time appointment of 
Matthew Marshall to the Communications Department. 

'The last time I had hired four people, but one of 
them was not able to fulfill the duties of a full-time 
dispatcher,'' Ms. Eldridge said. "(Mr. Marshall) has EMT 
experience ... and I think he will be a benefit to the job." 

Ms. Eldridge also wanted clarification on the 
status of the dispatchers employed under the Communi- 
cations Department, since it was mentioned at last week's 
Selectmen's meeting that they are currently "in limbo" 
while a contract is being negotiated. As such, she wasn't 
sure if the newly-hired dispatchers fell under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Personnel Board or the newly-formed union. 

"We realize they haven't signed a contract, but 
they are covered under the union at this time — whatever 
contract gets signed," Selectman Laboa said. "We could 
have gone either way on it." 

"We discussed it at the last meeting and we're 
looking for guidance," added Personnel Board Chairman 
Paul Hughes, who was also present. "Until they get an 
actual contract, if you want us to function (over them), 
that's fine." 

"Maybe at this point we should just handle it as if 
they are in the union (already)," Selectman Nunes said. 

"At this point, if there's a problem, they're not 
going to the Personnel Board ... they're legally repre- 
sented by the Teamsters Union," Selectman Laboa added.

budget/' Mr. Huntoon said, adding they typically place 
their ads with the local weekly newspapers. 

Mr. Hughes expressed concern over staying 
within budget if he had to pay for $400 advertisements in 
the local daily publication. 

"As far as your budget goes, you may need to 
adjust your budget to reflect that,'' Selectman Laboa said. 
"It probably makes sense to keep the advertising centrally 
(through the Personnel Board)." 

At 7:20 pm the board met with Town Moderator 
Greenwood Hartley, who said he had taken care of the 
sound system which had been installed at Memorial 
School at a cost of $500. Mr. Hartley had previously 
requested this purchase so as to have a backup plan to 
accommodate overflow Town Meeting voters in the 
school's gymnasium. With this new audio system, he can 
now appoint an Assistant Town Moderator to field 
questions and comments between the gym and cafeteria. 

"All we did was we had to put a couple of 
modules in," Mr. Hartley said. "We only have to deal 
(with this) when we have a big crowd. I can appoint 
someone to be Assistant Moderator and (put the excess 
voters) in the gym." 

Mr. Huntoon said they could either fund the $500 
out of the Town Hall budget and reimburse that account 
or request a transfer on Town Meeting floor to cover the 
expense. 

"The other thing I want to do is to bring some 
order to the (Town Meeting)," Mr. Hartley said. "We'll set 
up a couple of microphones and if you want to speak, 
you'll have to go to one of the mikes to be recognized. If 
you shout out, you'll be ruled out of order." 

Mr. Hartley said he hopes to implement these 
changes on a gradual basis, so as to not overwhelm Town 
Meeting voters this year. "We're just taking baby steps 
right now," he said.

A tax-deferred annuity is a contract between an insurance company and a contract owner. 
In a typical situation, the contract owner contributes funds to the annuity. The money put 
into the contract is then allowed to grow for a period of time. At some future date 
accumulated funds are paid out, generally through periodic payments made over either a 
specified period of time during the life of an individual, or the joint lives of a couple, and 
could be paid in a lump sum to a named beneficiary. Also, there are annuities that do 
provide income within thirty days of date of deposit for those immediate income needs. 

An equity-indexed annuity is a type of annuity which grows at the greater of an annual 
guaranteed minimum rate or the return from a specified stock market index. 

Fixed vs. Equity-Indexed Annuities 

Two primary annuity types are the fixed and variable annuities. (An equity-indexed 
annuity is a type of fixed-rated annuity.) Although these annuities share many features in 
common, the primary difference between them is in the mechanism used to credit 
earnings to the annuity. 

• Fixed annuities: Fixed annuities are characterized by a minimum interest rate 
guaranteed by the issuing insurance company. Typically, a minimum annuity 
benefit is also guaranteed. With a fixed annuity, the focus is on safety of 
principal and stable investment returns. 

• Equity-indexed annuities: In contrast, equity-indexed annuities (EIA) are 
characterized by a contract return that is the greater of an annual minimum 
rate (typically 3%) or the return from a stock market index, such as the 
Standard & Poor's 500 index, reduced by certain expenses and formulas. If 
the chosen index rises sufficiently during a specific period, a greater return is 
credited to the contract owner's account for that period. If the stock market 
index does not rise sufficiently, or even declines, the lower minimum rate is 
credited. An owner is guaranteed to receive back at least all principal, 100%, 
if an Equity Indexed Annuity contract is held for a minimum period of time, 
known as the penalty period.

TRAINING YOUR PUPPY 

My fuf-py is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as their own room, 
not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing at night 
after being walked and is taken outside the first thing in the 
morning. After each meal the pup goes outside to the same spot 
with adult supervision and receives praise after elimination. 
The pup should stay in his crate during the day when he is not 
interacting with family members. He should go outside every 
30-60 minutes when he is free in the house. Most dogs are 
housebroken by 6 months. 

^Nhen can I start teaching him tricks? 

Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 minutes, 
10-30 times daily. Start with "come, sit, stay'' and then add 
other tricks as you desire. Heel is important with a large breed 
pup. If the dog walks ahead of you on a leash, turn around and 
start walking in the opposite direction. Praise the pup con- 
stantly when he/ she is walking without pulling.

Coalition Hosts Lecture 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) will host a 
lecture on horseshoe crab conservation. This lecture, 
featuring several people with experience in horseshoe 
crab biology and population declines, will take place on 
Thursday, March 11 at 7:00 pm at the Briarwood Center in 
Pocasset. 

Living in the waters of Buzzards Bay and along 
Cape Cod is a prehistoric creature with medical, economic 
and environmental importance. Medically, horseshoe crab 
blood is used to test the purity of every injectable drug, 
vaccine and antibiotic that we use. By testing vaccines 
with horseshoe crab blood, doctors and scientists can 
determine if it is safe for human use. Horseshoe crabs are 
also used as bait in the conch fishery and their eggs 
provide a critical food source for migrating birds. With all 
these uses and diminishing habitat for spawning, it is no 
wonder that horse crab populations are in decline. 

Mick Dawson will describe the biology of horse- 
shoe crabs and how they are used for medical purposes. 
Dan Gibson will talk about horseshoe crab populations 
and the life cycle of this amazing animal. Brenda Boleyn 
will share concerns regarding population declines, the 
difficulty of getting good field data, and conservation 
efforts in other states.

Starsky & Hutch. Starring Ben Stiller and Owen

rd like to see the extras on the eventual DVD of Starsky & 
Hutch, particularly the outtakes with Ben Stiller and Owen Wilson 
just goofing around; those would probably be funnier than most of 
the actual movie. I didn't mind seeing Starsky & Hutch; it's amiable 
enough, and there are a couple of genuinely hilarious moments. 
But guys as smart and witty as Stiller and Wilson are just wasting 
themselves on '70s TV nostalgia. This isn't a gloriously over-the- 
top update, like the Charlie's Angels movies; it was made, we're 
told, as if it had been a funnier, unused pilot for the actual TV series, 
and the stars were replaced by David Soul and Paul Michael 
Glaser. As an excuse to get Stiller and Wilson together again, 
though, it passes muster. 

My memories of the show are very dim, so I can't say for sure 
whether the movie's characterizations — David Starsky (Stiller) as 
an anal-retentive stickler for the rules. Ken "Hutch" Hutchinson 
(Wilson) as a laid-back slacker who isn't above swiping pocket 
money from a corpse — are true to the source. It's certain, though, 
that Wilson and particularly Stiller are cast utterly to type here; 
they're essentially playing templates of themselves. If you like 
Stiller's neurotic control-freak shtick (to which he brought some 
depth and pathos in The Royal Tenenhaums) and Wilson's drawling 
aw-shucks routine (ditto), Starsky & Hutch gives you that. But, 
having seen Stiller and Wilson stretch in little-seen dramas {Perma- 
nent Midnight and The Minus Man, respectively), I know they're 
slumming here. 

Which isn't a huge sin, considering the pleasantly mediocre 
comedy they're in. Directed by Todd Phillips, who made the 
instant-cult raunch comedies Road Trip and Old School, the film 
sometimes seems on the verge of outgrowing its PG-13 rating; the 
moments people will talk about for weeks are in short supply here, 
though I laughed heartily at the outcome of a meeting between the 
cops and an imprisoned freak played by Will Ferrell, and there's 
some classic awestruck expressions on Stiller and especially Wil- 
son in the presence of a blithely naked college cheerleader. The 
guys also get it on with two other randy cheerleaders (Carmen 




Plectra and Amy Smart), who also get it on with each other, and 
Starsky and Hutch themselves have enough homoerotic moments 
to fuel reams of fangirl slash fiction (if these guys have fangirls). 

The official villain is Vince Vaughn, doing his standard yeah- 
whatever routine as a drug dealer who's figured out how to make 
cocaine that's safe from drug-sniffing dogs. He never gets a real 
showcase scene, though, and Juliette Lewis is sadly wasted as his 
bubbly girlfriend (while Molly Sims, as his wife, is hardly in the 
movie). At his daughter's bat mitzvah, Vaughn launches into a 
cringe-inducing ballad, but is interrupted by Starsky and Hutch; 
the scene would've been funnier if he'd been allowed to continue. 
What follows, as his daughter gets a double surprise for her 
birthday, might've been good if the trailer hadn't spoiled it. 

Unlike Charlie's Angels, which came out of Drew Barrymore's 
desire to do a megabucks grrl-power adventure that teenage girls 
could enjoy, Starsky & Hutch really has no reason for being other 
than smirking at the '70s and at the TV show. (I've gotten this far 
without mentioning Snoop Dogg as the new Huggy Bear; that's 
because he doesn't bring anything fresh. Two of Huggy 's gunmen, 
swapping arcane bits of data about Luxembourg, get more laughs.) 
I shudder to think what the movie would've been like without 
Stiller and Wilson. At the end, David Soul and Paul Michael Glaser 
are schlepped out for a cameo, looking much the worse for wear 
(Soul is nearly unrecognizable), and the moment feels uncomfort- 
ably as if the movie is laughing at them. At the very least, contrast- 
ing the two old-timers, who never quite made it after the show 
ended (Glaser has directed some films, the most memorable being 
The Running Man, which isn't saying much), with the young, 
handsome, far more successful Stiller and Wilson has a whiff of 
arrogance, as if the entirety of the TV series were a rough draft for 
Stiller and Wilson's goof. Starsky & Hutch was the career peak for 
Soul and Glaser; it won't be for Stiller and Wilson, one hopes.
